Harris soys that the noises were not 
framed in words, that apparently no 
effort at words was made by the one 
who screamed. It Is well known that 
the voice of a. woman 
will 
carry 


much further than the voice of a man 
when lifted in -screams and the fact 
that the cries were heard distinctly 
lends not a few to the conviction that 
it was a woman's voice 
that

occurred is so situated thut it would 
bo comparatively easy at that hour of 
the night for one to get away without 
being observed before the people of 
the neighborhood had been thoroughly 
aroused by the cries.

Reedy always kept them well 
in hand and they disliked him so much 
that the bill boards In the neighbor- 
hood were covered with caricatures 
and slurring •allusions. 


Last Sunday Reedy told his daugh- 


ter that he was having trouble with 
the Goldens .again. He said the fel- 
lows hung around the saloon and jwb- 
bed men who got drunk in the place, 
and that he had to watch them con- 
tinually. 


Sunday Reedy and his son Will were 


walking down near the bridge. 
Will 


noticed caricatures on a sign board 
and asked why he did not make the 
Goldens tear the pictures down. Reedy 
said it didn't hurt him to have the 
pictures there if It would keep the boys 
out of worse mischief.

Feature of 'our Conititution. 


Thoughtful men the world over have 


not been 'racking1 m praise of our Con- 
stitution and system of government. As 
the years go by it becomes more ap- 
parent that the distinctive feature of 
the constitution is -its judicial system, 
with the Supreme court at its head. 
Not in the mere fact of a judicial sys- 
tem, for courts

before the settlement of this country 
executive, legislative and judicial de- 
partmentj) and functions were in ex- 
istence. But the significance Is in the 
powers given tp the supreme court 
and given in a republic formed by i 
union ot states, which, though surren- 
dering some of the' absolute suprem- 
acy of a nation, were continued in pos- 
Bion of a large ambunt of Independent 
authority. 


We call ours a federal system of gov- 


ernment. It is federal because there is 
a nation and states within and a par 
of that nation—a -nation supreme in 
national affairs and in foreign rela- 
tions and yet powerless to control the 
purely local intej^sts .'of the separate 
states. We rightfully speak ot the re 
public as a nation possessed in its re 
lation to the nations of the world of 
all the essential attributes of national- 
ity, yet we know that the nation, that 
congress as the legislative body of the 
nation, is impotent to regulate the po- 
lice affairs of the smallest village in 
any state. Over local affairs the states 
are as supreme as though there were

HURTS ALL CROPS 


Last Ten Days in April and First of 


May Make New Low Temperature 


Re'cord. 


EARLY FRUITS 
ALL 
SUFFERED. 


And Farm Wcrk Generally Has Been 


Greatly Retarded. 


The weekly cic;i report of the weath- 


er bureau of the Federal government 
says the week ending May 4 wan 'in- 
sease-nably coolei ovei the greater pait 
of the country Hie minimum temper- 
atures of April 30 tmcl May I and - 
being the lowest recorCed In the last 
decade of April and the firsp days ot 
May for the last 30 years at nearly ill 
the weather bureau stations fiom in- 
central and \\est gulf cdastg to 'i"'.' 
upper Missouri valley, "and also at a 
number of stations in the central Mis- 
sissippi and Oi;lo valleys, the lake T-- 
gion, and Ne\v England. 


Generally light rainfall or the 
ab- 


sence of rain have been favorable for 
farming operations, but the unseason- 
ably low temperatures have chocked 
the growth of all vegetation and heavy 
frosts ar.cl freezes have caused much 
damages. 


The drought has been relieved over 


southeastern Texas, and limited areas 
of the central gulf states, but contin- 
ues over a greater part of the last 
mentioned districts »nd in 
northern 


Texas, and rain is needed in Florida_ 


Severe on Early Corn. 


Early Planted corn was extensively 


killed by the freeze during the early 
part of the week in Missouri, Kansas, 
Oklahoma and Texas, and the crop hn# 
suffered from cold weather throughout 
the southern states. Preparations for 
planting have progressed favorably in 
the Ohio vtlley and the middle Atlan- 
tic states, but little pi ogress ha.s been 
made in states in the >ipper Missouri' 
valley and the lake-region. The pres- 
ent season to date has been decidedly 
unfavorable for corn planting, which is 
being greatly delayed. 


Winter wheat appears to have escap- 


ed material injury during the recent 
freeze over the western, portion of the 
winter wheat belt and the 
general 


outlook for this crop continues prom- 
ising, although a slight deterioration 
is indicated in portions of the central 
Mississippi and Ohio valleys. 
On the 


PatiHc coast the outlook is less fav- 
orable, especially in California. 


Little seeding of spring wheat could 


be done over the northern portion of 
the spring wheat region, during the 
last week. 
Reports indicate that no 


set Ions damage has been done to eai^y 
sown over the southern portion. On 
the north Pacific eoagt the crop is 
now in need of rain. 


Oats sustained more or less injury 


from cold in the states of the Missouri 
valley, and slo\y growth is generally 
reported in the central Mississippi and 
Ohio' valley*. 
Decreased acreage is 


reported from Illinois and 
Indiana, 


and uneven stands in Ohio, where un- 
finished seeding is progressing slowly. 


Early planted cotton on the lowlands 


In noithern Texas and Oklahoma was 
killed by the freeze of April 30 and 
May 1, and throughout the cotton belt 
low temperatures have proved serious- 
ly detrimental in retarding 
germina- 


tion and growth, while the 
drought 


continues in northern Texas and the 
central gulf states. Poor stands are 
generally reported. In the eastern dis- 
tricts planting has been 
vigorously 


pushed and is neai-ing completion, 


Transplanting of tobacco has begun 


in Tennessee, but none yet has been 
planted farther 
northward 
Plants 


continue plentiful. 


Nearly all fruits have suffered furth- 


ei damage from frosts and low tem- 
peratures, apples 
apparently 
having 


escaped with the least injury. 


Reports indicate the grass crop is 


backward. 


GERMANY'S INDUSTRIAL-POWERS 


Qualities of the People Which Tend to 


Progress and Success. 


I should think, on the other hand 


that the Germans possess pre-eminent- 
ly the following traits: 


First, thoroughness—the mastery of 


facts in the preparation of a basis for 
action; elaborate study precedes de- 
cision in most financial and technical 
work; high standard of education. 


Secondly, unquestioning obedience to 


the existlnfe laws—willingness £o follow 
rules; a subordination of personal will 
to the established method. This is the 
good side of their lack of independence. 


Thirdly, honesty throughout business 


life is the general rnlo. Comparatively 
little business depends upon the use of 
questionable methods. 
v 


In technical progress, as; well as in 


general business methods, the Germans 
are keen for progress. All branches of 
business have their 
trade journals, 


which are eagerly watched, and scores 
of clever observers are traveling about 
the world learning 
much from their 


neighbors. Only thirty hours after the 
American astronomer, Perrine, had in- 
formed the world-central astronomical 
office of the discovery of a new comet, 
a French astronomer telegraphed ills 
news of the same celestial visltpr. This 
faint light of only the ninth magni- 
tude found searching 
eyes on. both 


aides of the Atlantic. How much more, 
must the great worlds of business and 
industry on either side of the ocean 
be waiting for new hints df'propress. 


An American • professor, after visit- 


ing large technological' 
Institute in 


Germany, told me that the school and 
fts equipment was ahead of anything 
at home. When this compliment was 
repeated afterward to a prominent in- 
structor In the Instltwte, he. (replied: 
"Why, that is exactly what i said to 
your technical schools after my. trip to 
America, and that is the only way I 
could get the money to make ours 
what it is today." 


That Germany's technical army is 


marching forward in.good form Is a 
generally accepted fact. The American 
terror is before their eyas, but they 
have elements of strength which- may 
keep them up against all competitors 
In certain lines.—Loots J, Magee in 
the World's Wor*.

Milam center district, in the south part 
of Macou county.

"The 
'Capitol Extension' 
bill "has 


passed the House. 
An appropriation 


of $6,000,000 for the purpose has been 
authorized by a vote of the house, and 
it is altogether probable .that the seri- 
ate will pass the, bill with very little 
adverse diseuasldn. 


The addition which is to be made to 


the eapitol will not change its histor- 
ic outlines in the least, nor will a( foot 
of its old walls h.e torn down. Those, 
who have ever seen the Capitol will re- 
member that the South wing, in which 
the house Is located,'ami the 
north 


wing, in which the senate la located, 
both extend far out beyond the cen- 
ter wing-, which is devoted entiiely to 
the dome. The original plans of the 
architect of the wings of the cnpltol, 
Thomas U. Walter,, had i in .view, the 
building out 'the east center of the 
great white building, so as to make it 
conform in style with the west front.

the future might again find the eapi- 
tol inadequate in accommodations, he 
turned his attention to the preparation 
of plans for an extension to (he east- 
ward of the present building, an ex- 
tension which would hurmonizze with 
whui already existed, which 
would 


give additional beauty to the splendid 
dome he had designed and erected, and 
which he hoped would some day grace 
a completed structure. 


"It would seem sacrilege to offer any 


other plan for consideration than the 
Walter plan. We may safely be guid- 
ed by the thought, the effort and the 
production of this great man's genius. 
I do not think this plnn should be al- 
tered in any particular as far as con- 
cerns the exterior proportions 
und 


alignments. As relates to the inter- 
ior arrangement of rooms, the require- 
ments of the times are different, and 
changes are essential In the interlo: 
arrangement of the Walter plan to sui 
existing conditions. 


"The construction of- this 
addltioi 


will cost, 
approximately 
$2,500,001 


and while It Involves the" removal o 
the old portico at the east, It does no 
involve the removal of the prlnclpa 
walls of the old und historical portloi 
of the Capitol. The present 
fron 


wall of the old building remains-as thi 
rear wall of an open court, which 
lights the west side of the propose* 
new addition." 


The house hus also authorized a nev 


office building for the eapitol. More 
properly speaking, it will be a "com- 
mittee room" building. It is to con- 
tain about 400 rooms, and the style is 
to be the same as that of the eapitol 
purely classic, done in white marble 
This building is greatly needed, ant 
has been for years. 
The committee 


rooms under the terraces are 
darfft 


gloomy and unsanitary. It 
will be 


btyit out of the $6,000,000 appropria- 
tion. 
It will be erected on the lots 


south of the eapitol and not far from 
what the veterans will remember as 
the Ben Butler mansion. 


The new building is to be connected 


with.the eapitol by a large subway 
through which the 
elpotric-lighting 


power and steam and hot water sys- 
tems for heating the latter 'l>ulldlng 
would be carried. Through it all th< 
materials now dumped at tWe 
easi 


front would be delivered.' The sub- 
way would connect with each section 
of theiCapitol. it would be sufficiently 
comfortable as a public passageway 
and would be provided with rtieans 01 
transportation .both for material 
and 


persons. It would become a very Im- 
portant passageway between the two 
buildings, especially in bad 
weather. 


Members occupying rooms in the new 
structure could, by 
its accommoda- 


tions, reach the hall 'of the house al- 
most as promptly as they dp now from 
committee rooms in the terraoe."

FROST HURTS FRUIT. 


Crop Bulletin on Conditions in the 


State. 


The weather was warm and dry the 


first part of. the week, and considera- 
ble progress was made In plowing and 
seeding. A decided fall In temp«''ature 
occurred on April 30, and frost ol 
generally damaging effect on 
fruits 


and tender vegetation, was deposited 
on the morning of May 1. The average 
temperature during the week vifps be- 
low normal -and the growth'of vege- 
tation was' retarded. 
The precipita- 


tion, below the seasonal average in 
amount,' occurred the latter part of thi 
week. The fall of snow was consider 
able in.-, the northern district. As th« 
soil already contained sufficient moist 


ure, the' deficiency In ra&falt was op- 
during the week. 
The average condl- •' 


tlon is good, but In many localities U 
has deteriorated. Some' fields are turn- 
ing yellow, and many complaints are 
made of chinch bugs. The .weather has 
been too cold for seasonable growth 


The sowing of oats Is still In prog- 


ress in some localities, but the entire 
crop is practically In the ground. The 
season has been unfavorable for ger- 
mination and the phint is coming up 
unevenly! and is showing a poor stand 
in many localities. 
In the northern 


district considerable 
resowlng 
was . 


'made necessary and the acreage sown 
will show a decrease. 


Plowing for corn has been actively 


prosecuted, and some planting 
- .was 


done In the,central and th^vsouthem 
districts. ' Plowing In some localities,- 
was done under difficulty, owing to the 
heavy condition of the soil. 


The general condition 
of. pastures* 


and meadows Is good, but little growth 
las been made during the week. Some 
reports indicate injury to young clover 
by frost. 


General injury was 
sustained 
by 


fruit from frost on the 1st. Strawber- 
ries were killed and grapes 
suffered 


seriously. 
The greatest damage 
to 


fruit trees in bloom was In the central 
and the northern 
districts. In 
the 


southern district tho bloom has beei 
effected, but a conservative estimate 
cannot yet be made of the extent of 
the damage. 


Garden operations are still 
back- 


ward. It has been too cold for germ- 
ination and plant growth. The plant- 
ing of potatoes is well advanced. Ten- 
der plants were nipped by frost on 
the 1st, which will further tend to it- 
lay gardening^ '
